Kentucky's new Governor, Wil- 
liam J. Fields, in his first address 
to the General Assembly detailing 
the State's needs, has the following 
to say about dear old K. S. D. : 
DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE. 

The deaf and dumb children of 
the State «re entitled to the full 
sympathy and assistauoe of the 
State, and should be given every 
advantage thai will contribute to 
their becomiug self supporting aud 
independent.. The accommodations 
of the Deaf and Dnmb Institute are 
wholly Insufficient. 

The strange part of it is that (he 
Governor does not suggest a larger 
appropriation or poiut out how the 
" insufficient accomodations" can 
be overcome; says that the deaf ate 
" entitled to the full sympathy," 
etc , aud uses the phrase " deaf 
and dumb." The Kentucky School 
for the Deaf is a Slate institution 
aud is entitled to a larger ap- 
propriation, leaving the sympathy 
out. 

The Louisville Courier Journal 
of January 12lh, has the following 
to say : 

Frankfort, Ky , January 11. — 
The Institute for the Deaf, Dan- 
ville, is asking for more than $100,- 
000 included for it in the proposed 
$75,000,(00 bond issue. Superin- 
tendent Augustius Rogers, accom- 
panied by Harry Glovannoli, Lex- 
ington, and Monte Fox, Danville, 
members of the board, Represen- 
tative J. H. Baugham, Boyle Couuty 
aud several instructors called on 
Gov. William J. Fields this after- 
noon. 

Mr. Rogers said the school ueeda 
a dormitory and sohool building, if it 
is to take care of 150 more deaf 
children, who ought to be going to 
school; it needs a gymnasium and 
a new hospital. The hospital is a 
dangerous old frame structure, ori- 
ginally intended for contagious dis- 
eas-B. It would require about $'200,- 
000. The last buildiug there was 
done in 1903. 

Among the teachers who accom- 
panied Mr Rogers, Miss Mary Ken 
ney, Catlettahnrg, is a grduate ot 
the school. She first taught in 
Mississippi and then was called 
back to her alma mater. Miss 
Kennedy is a wonderful lip reader. 
Misses M. K Lee, Susan Douaghey, 
Mary Bell and Nannie B. Read 
were the ottrer instructors present. 
All have their degrees, but uoue of 
them receives as much salary as 
city publio school teachers 

Mr. Rogets has been with the In- 
silutrou thirty six years and proud 
of the character of the assistants 
with whom he has been able lo-sur 
round himself. Among those who 
have served under him are Harris 
Taylor, superintendent of an insti- 
tution in New York; T. S. Mc- 
Alouey, superintendent of the 
Colorado Springs institute; O. L. 
Mclntire, superintendent of Ihe 
Oregon institute; Miss Ethel Hill 
ard, superintendent for Idaho, and 
Miss Enfield Joiner, who left to 
takeuhaige of a Goverment sohool 
for the training of soldiers deafened 
in the war, and is now in charge of 
a North Carolina institute.

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The following is from the Altooua 
Mirror, Jauuary 17th, concerning 
tbe fatal accident Howard C. 
Kepuer ou Deoember 27th, 1923: 

Death claimed the second victim 
of the accident in Beilwood ou De- 
cember 27tb. Wben a Tyrone 
trolley car and a sand truck collid- 
ed, yesterday afternoon, January 
16th, at 2.10 o'clock when Howard 
C. Kepuer of Beilwood, died at the 
Altoona Hospital. 

Kepuer, a shoemaker aud a mute, 
was one of the most seiiously injur- 
ed. He had fractures of the s hold- 
er blade, left kuee cap and right 
thigh. For a time he showed some 
improvement, but complicatiou 
devoloped aud for several days prior 
to bis death his oonditiion was re- 
gagded as critical. The cause of 
death is given as lobar pneumonia 

The other victim of the accident 
was Orlaudo M Reed, inotormau 
on the car, who died soon after the 
crash between the car and the 
truck, which was operated by 
Harry IL Longeueoker. 

Kepuer, who was 88 years of age, 
operated a shoe repair shop in Bell 
wood. He recently purchased a 
new home on Main Street, Beilwood, 
and was well thought of iu tbe com- 
munity. 

Howard Cleveland Kepuer was 
born in Mifflin, Augugst 11th, 1866, 
being tbe sou of G. B. and Anna 
Cross Kepuer. On July 1st, 1914, 
he was united iu marriage with Miss 
Mertie Metcalf of Tyroue. The 
widow pud tbe parents em vice. 
He was a member of Blazing Arrow 
Fire Company of Tyrone, the 
Beilwood Fire Company and the 
Tyrone lodge of tbe Loyal Order of 
Moose. 

Some twenty years ago Mr. Kep- 
uer was graduated from the Mt. 
A'ry School for tbe Deaf in Phila- 
delphia. For some years he was 
located in Tyrone. Eighteen month 
ago he became a resident of Bell 
wood, opening up a shoe repair 
shop there. 

The remains have been prepared 
for burial at the funeral home of 
George E. Fuoss of Beilwood and 
will be removed to bis borne some 
time this eveuing. Brief funeral 
services will be held at his home 
tomorrow afternoon at 2.80 to be iu 
charge of Rev. Bell. The body 
taken ou the 6:39 train to- 
evening to Mifflin and on 
afternoon at 2 o'clock ad 
services will be held at 
interment to be made

Having lived twenty one days 
after the accident with several bones 
broken (leport says five), and per 
haps with other internal iujuties 
known only to himself, Mr Kepuer's 
death must have been a great relief 
to him. But his untimely taking 
off, in the full vigor of life and fu- 
tuie promise was a severe shock to 
his friends, and no doubt to many 
of his neighbors with whom he was 
most popular. 

Mauy deaf mutes from the sur- 
runding couutiy viewed the re- 
mains,' and many floral tributes 
were sent by ftieuds, and the fire 
companies with which Mr. Kepuer 
was commoted and Johnstown Divi- 
sion , No. 85, N. F. S. D. Mr. Kep- 
uer had joined Division No. 86 a 
little more than a year ago. 

Mr. Kepner was the only child of 
his pareuts; he was married, but 
had no child, his wife surviving 
him. His shoe repairing shop is 
saiil to lie valued between $1800 
and 82000, being the ouly one iu 
Beilwood. H

The woman is Mrs. Odia Teirce, 
thirty six years old, of 4419 St. 
David Street, Manayunk. Physi 
cinns say she is suffering from lack 
of food and a heart that broke 
under a load of grief. 

The father is Pussey Teirce, an 
iuvalid, wbo has been unable to 
obtain even an odd job since last 
October. The child who died was 
Albeit. 

Charles, eleven years old, can 
form simple words, and the others, 
wbo have never beard a sound or 
spoken, are Grace, twin sister of 
Charles; Marion, eight yeais old, 
and Joseph, font years old. 

On Suuday when their brother 
died, they were taken from the 
Pennsylvania Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb, Mount Airy, in the 
hope that the silent little ones night 
aid the mothei in bearing op under 
the new grief. 

As the ambulance clanged away 
from the darkened house at 4 o'clock 
this morning them was a stirring in 
nearby dewlllng. There were 
knocks upon doors and coins tinkl- 
ed cheerfully into empty milk 



bottles, and as if by magic there 
appealed scuttles of coal, a steam 
ing pot of coffee, a great pot of 
thick soup, aud au envelope thick 
with crumpled and worn dollar bills, 
dimes, nickels aud pennies. 

Theu there was a knock on the 
Teirce door and St. David Street 
resumed its slumber.

STATS ARCHITECT 8AY SCHOOL FOB 
DSAF IS UMBAFK. 

Albany. Jan. 17.— Several hun- 
dred deaf children at the Rochester 
School for the Deaf are housed in a 
in a fire-trap, according to a report 
of State Architect Sullivan J. Jones, 
made at the request of Assemblyman 
Simon L. Adler. 

Assemblyman Adler has secured 
the tentative allocation of $202,500 
from the State bond issue of $500,- 
000,000 to tear down the main 
building of the school in St. Paul 
Street, Rochester, and to erect a new 
structure. The recommendation 
will be submitted to the Legislaeure 
in the bill providing for the expen- 
diture of %X7, 500,000 which the 
State is to spend on charitatie insti- 
tutions this year, and it is spticipat- 
ed that the appropriation will go 
through without a hitch. 

The building in which the chil- 
dren are housed is one of the oldest 
in the city — close to a century old. 
It is situated between St. Paul street 
snd the river bank and was once the 
center of the historic village of Carth- 
age. The building is most of frame 
structures, with no fireproof materi- 
al in it. It serves as dormitory, 
school building, with administrative 
offices, carpenter shop, kitchen, 
dining room, etc. In event of fire 
it would burn rapidly, Mr. Sullivan 
says, and the children who sleep 
there could not be aroused by fire 
gongs or other noise. Each one of 
the several hundred would have to be 
touched 

In order that the school may benefit 
from the bond issue It will be neces- 
sary that the land on which the build 
ing is situated be deeded to the 
State. This, it is understood, has 
already been agreed by the Board of 
Managers of the Institution The 
school already receives State aid in 
the form of tuition and funds for up- 
keep of the students, and it is not 
thought that the deeding of real 
estate will alter the status ot the 
school, that is, it will not become a 
State institution. If the status is 
changed, it is understood that a new 
complication will arise with,regards 
to a large sum left the School of the 
Deaf in the Willis estate, on condi- 
tion that the school does not become a 
State institution. 

Assemblyman Simon Alder has 
been interested in securing additional 
State aid for the School for the Deaf 
for several years. Last year he In- 
troduced a bill for a substantial 
appropriation, in order to bring the 
matter before the State authorities. 
The bill died in committee, as was 
expected, but it laid the way for the 
school's sharing the $500,000,000 
bond issue this year. Incidentally, 
the bond issue proposition, which 
was passed last fall, was originally 
framed to except specifically from 
Its provisions schools for the deaf. 
It was through Mr. Adler that this 
exception was removed. 



Deputy State Architect Charles A. 
Sussdorf, while pointing out that the 
allocation of the $202 500, to the 
Rochester School was as yet tentative, 
said that, if all went as now planned, 
work on the construction of the new 
building would be begun by fall. 

"Doc." 
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According to Mr. H. D. Drake, 
president of the Alumni Association 
of Gallaudet College, the authorities 
of the College have invited the 
members of the Association to hold 
a reunion at Washington next June, 
and the invitation had been 
unanimously accepted by the 
Alumni Board. 

Such considerate courtesy on the 
part of the College authorities is duly 
appreciated, but does not necessarily 
follow that it is the acme of wisdom 
to accept the invitation under exist- 
ing conditions. 

Because of the quite recent meet- 
ing of the Alumni at Atlanta, because 
of the strong counter attraction of 
the Fraternal conventional St. Paul, 
and because of the lack or any out 
standiug reason for the calling of 
a meeting of the Alumni this year. I 
questions the advisability of having 
the Association meet at Washington 
next June aud suggested a post- 
ponement for at least a year Because 
my view point, which 1 am free to 
entertain and at liberty to express, 
does not happen to concur with the 
recent decision of the Alumni Board 
Mr. Drake accuse me of disloyalty to 
my Alma Mater, — an accusation 
baseless in fact and puerile in pre- 
sentation. 

It behooves Mr. Drake to weigh 
well his words before he ventures to 
charge, or to insinuate, disloyalty 
on the part of a fellow alumnus. It 
is quite possible, and in the present 
issue amply justifible, to be in en- 
tire disagreement with him and his 
associates on the Alumni Board and 
at the same time be 100 per cent, 
loyal to the Association and to my 
Alma Mater. Mr Drake also 
should be able to differentiate be 
tween dissent and disloyalty. My 
recently expressed disagreement 
with the decision of the Alumni 
Board was prompted by a desire to 
have the meeting of the College As- 
sociation more of a national and less 
of an all eastern affair. Since no 
opportunity was given for any ex- 
pression of opinion in advance of the 
announcement of the calling of a 
meeting in Washington for next 
June it does not follow that one 
should necessarily ever after hold 
his peace. Mr. Drake ia well aware 
that I am not the only one who dis- 
sents from the recent announced de 
cision of the Alumni Board, however 
a reading of bis statement in the 
Journal of January tjth, does not 
convey that impression. Loyalty to 
the Association and to my Alma 
Mater impels me to give expression 
to my opinion of the pussy-footing 
decision of the Alumni Board. Mr 
Drake and three of his associates on 
the Alumni Board have not, I be- 
lieve, ever attended a meeting of the 
Grand Division of the N. F. S. D. , 
and cannot adequately appraise its 
drawing powtr — a power which has 
grown stronger with each triennial 
convention. That power has not re- 
ceived due consideration on the part 
of the Alumni Board. 

Tbe Gallaudet Alumni Association 
plays second fiddle to no other or 
ganization. However in view of its 
widely scattered and comparatively 
small membership there has been, 
and still is, ample justification for its 
meetings being so timed and located 
as to secure a maximum of atten- 
dance at a minimum of cost. 

With all conditions favorable to a 
large and represntative attendance 
at Washington it is eminently fitting 
that the Alumni meet there. But 
tbe formation and perpetuation of 
friendships between different College 
generations does not require it. 
Such friendships between can be 
formed and perpetuated whenever 
and wherever thefe is a meeting. 
It has been done and will continue 
to be done. 

There is no esentlal difference be- 
tween an "ordinary meeting" and a 
"reunion," insofar as the College 
Association is concerned. There 
has never been a meeting which was 
not also a reunion or a reunion 
which was not also a meeting The 
rules of the Association makes no 
mention of a reunion, or provision 
for the calling of one. The rules 
provide for meetings and if the 
Alumni Board insists on a "reunion" 
then it is exeeding its authority in 
calling one. 

To postpone the meeting for a 
year will not bring the Association 
Into conflict with the Teachers' Con- 
vention. There will be some three 
weeks time between the two, and 
Kendall Green will not be deserted 
around June 15th, 1995. Or if the 
meeting is postponed until 1926, In 
case tbe National Association con- 
vention has an eaatern location that 
year so much the better. The N. 
A D. usually but not always meets 
in the late summer. The date could 
be advanced so as to enable members 
attended the Washington meeting of 
the Alumni. Such an understand- 
ing could easily be reached if taken 
up early enough. 

To argue that the College Alumni 

" should meet at Washington at 

frequent intervals " is all very well 

coming from one, who, as in the case 

J of Mr, Drake, lives on the Green and 



therefore would have his 
paid." 

Had the Alumni Board taken ade- 
quate and official steps to ascertain 
the sentiment of the membership in 
advance of the calling of a meeting, 
and had based their decision on the 
returns thus made there would be no 
occasion for complaint. As much is 
expected of the Alumni Board wheu 
a meeting is called outside of the re- 
gular triennial period.
